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PREPAGE. 


Tus Psalter, together with “ Proper Psalms on Certain Days” and 
the “Selections of Psalms,” pointed and set to chants, is published because 
there seems to the editor to be not only a place for it, but need of it. The 
action of the General Convention in greatly enlarging the Tables of 
“Proper Psalms on Certain Days” and “Selections of Psalms,” makes 
necessary an edition of the Psalter which shall contain these additions. 


The editor has had no “theory” to carry out, but has sought through- 
out the work to subordinate any personal preference he might have, to 
that which had the support of general usage or the best authority; and to 
this end he has made careful and exhaustive examination and study of the 
“Pointed Psalters” published in this country and England. As a result 
of such study he is confident that the pointing throughout this book has 
the authority of a majority of the Psalters edited by the acknowledged 
masters in Church music. He has freely adopted valuable features of 
other Psalters, and to them owes much in this book which may commend 
it to the Church. 


While the Psalter proper is arranged with two Single chants for each 
Psalm, the “ Proper Psalms” and the “Selections” are arranged with 
Double and Single chants, thus giving to choirs a choice between these 
two kinds of chants on festival and other occasions. 


Very few directions need be given for the use of the book. 


Good chanting is simply correct musical reading. The words should 
be deliberately recited, care being taken to avoid both hurrying and 
drawling. 


The accents mark the syllable which serves as the emphatic or rally- 
ing point for the voices before passing to the mediation or the cadence. 
The accented syllable should be dwelt upon no longer than is absolutely 
necessary. 


The comma should be observed wherever it occurs in the recitation. 


PREFACE. 


Each verse should be taken up immediately after the preceding one, 
thus producing a continuous effect. 


If the choir is divided into Decani and Cantoris, both sides should 
sing the first verse (or, if preferred, the first two verses). The Decani side 
should sing the second verse, and other evex verses, and the Cantoris 
should sing the third verse and other wxeven verses. 


F signifies that the verse is to be sung by both sides of the choir; f 
signifies loud; #zf moderately loud; # soft; mp moderately soft; 2d fart, 


that, if a Double chant is used, the verse is to be sung to the second part 
of the chant.
